To say that there is a difference in the 
manner in which Westerns and Easterns 
look upon the calamities of their sub- 
jects, would be simply to utter a truism; 
yet we cannot but contrast the conduct 
of the Chinese in the matter of the 
floods and accompanying famine in 
Pechibli, and that of the British Go- 
Though one fe- 





mine was produced by the excess, as 
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the other by the want of water, the 
effects were very similar; and in both 
cases these effects were increased by, if 
not mainly due to the same causes, the 
want of efficient means of communica- 
tion. Few tracts of China are naturally 
so difficult of access as the regions of 
Behar afflicted with the present famine; 
none, except perhaps in the immediate 
neighbourhood of one or two of the 
ports, are so densely populated. Re- 
bellion and floods’ have, within the last 
twenty years, thinned off most of the 
superfluous population ; yet thousands 
must have died in the flooded districts 
about Peking, with scarcely an effort 
on the part of the Government to aid 
them, Small sums were allotted now 
and then in the Peking Gazette; and 
relicf associations were formed, but 
from what could be learned of the 
latter they were as instrumental in 
enriching the caterers as in assist- 
ing ‘the famine-stricken. A few 
private individuals came forward, one 
or two with munificent donations; but 
the whole was a mere drop in the 
bucket. Yet there was no real scarcity 
of food. “More abundant crops than 
usual were available along the Yangtsze 
valley. At one time the yield of rice 
was $0 much in excess that the people 
of the districts could not save it all; 
yeb no step to lay it down in the North 
was taken on the part of the Govern. 
ment. More than this, no relaxation 
of the taxes and duties to which the 
most necessary articles are capriciously 
subjected, was attempted. Rain might 
come in excess, or be entirely wanting ; 
but except that the Emperor deigned to 
pray atthe Altar of Heaven, or that his 
‘ministers set to to worship a wretched 
snake, no official notice was taken of 
the distress. 

In some respects like India, China 
differs from it in the irregularity 
of its climate, while it certainly is 
inhabited by a more energetic race. 
While in the agricultural districts of 
India the seasons vary but slightly, 
from year to year, and in conse- 
quence such an event as the famine 
of this year is of rare occurrence, in 
China variability is the rule. Generally 
speaking it may be predicted that one 
part of the empire shall suffer from 
floods and another from want of rain. 
This variability has certainly had a 
tendency to check excessive population, 
and it has also fostered the trading 
spirit of the Chinese as a people. But 
if the Chinese are disposed more than 
most other nations to engage in trading 
operations, their Government as forcibly 
séts itself to repress all intercommuni- 
cation. Roads are allowed to fall into 








disuse, canals to choke up; barrier 
stations are erected at every few 
miles, where the rule is to levy as 
much as the unfortunate merchant 
can stand. In consequence, afew miles 
offen make an important difference 
in the price of even so necessary 
an article as rice. One district leaves 
its surplus rotting on the ground, while 
another perhaps a couple of hundred 
miles off has not cnough to half feed 
its population. The Government of 
India has had a forcible lesson as to 
the want of proper means of com- 
munication. It has for years been 
engaged in making the main lines, but 
until lately has not had the time to 
turn its attention to subsidiary means 
of transit. It may be assumed that, 
without the means of exporting a 
surplus in any district, the inducement 
to efficient cultivation will be taken 
away, and ordinary supply and ordinary 
consumption assume a rough equality. 
‘This had been the result in India as 
well as in China, and in consequence 
any unusual failure in a special 
district is sure to find it unprepared. 
‘The true remedy for this state of things 
is easily found. It consists in promo- 
ting to the utmost the available means 
of communication, by encouraging in- 
stead of repressing trade, by reducing 
to the lowest level fiscal contributions, 
and above all by removing the element 
of caprice, and the system of cumulative 
charges. Many districts of China only 
require fair treatment, but others need 
ahelping hand in the way of public 
works. Deepening canals, making rail- 
ways, building bridges, and repairing 
roads so as to render them fit for traflic, 
would in a few years remove all or- 
dinary risks of faminé in the empire. 
Famines and ebellions not unnaturally 
go hand in hand; and the policy adopted 
to try and stave off the last, is that 
most calculated, by its necessarily lead- 
ing to the former, to render them

‘The Racing was vory 
good, and a large number of spectators 
attended to witness it, on the Grand 
Stand.

We print, elsewhere, a report which has 
been circulated by the Chamber of Com- 
meree, in English and Chinese, roxarding the 
deterioration in quality of Chineso Silk, 
Attention is called to the warnings issued 
by the Chamber in 1872, and to tho 
verification of its prediction that great 
reduction in value would follow unless 
more care were taken in reoling and 
packing. ‘The warning having been 
neglected, and the result having happened, 
Chinese Silk Merchants are now urged 
to impress further, on the producers, the 
necessity for moro careful and honest 
preparation, to enable China Silk to recover 
its position in the market, i 

We publish, above, one of the most 
satisfactory telegrams that Reuter has 
sent for along time. In the first place 
it shows an old China hand (Mr, Robert 
Reid) coming forward in our interests 
directly he gets into Parliament; and in 
the second it shows that Government are 
alive to the fact that there is a place called 
Shanghai, and are not altogether deaf to its 
requirements. 

‘The British Minister is instructed to 
press the Woosung Bar question on the Chi- 
nese, and we are ylad to hear from Peking 
that the French Minister has received 
instructions identical with Mr, Wade's, The 
matter is, in fact, now being really (and 
co-operatively) pressed by all the Ministers 
on the Tsungli yamén. If the Chinese 
cannot be moved, we repeat what we have 
bofore suggested: let foroigners do tho 
work themselves, and stop the cost out of 
the Tonnage Dues. 

The fact that the French Municipal 
Council intend making one or more roads 
through the ground in which the Ningpo 
joss-house stands, and which is very gene- 
rally underlaid by old graves, has called 
forth a display of feeling on the part of the 
Ningpo Chinese. The other morning some 
809 or 1,000 assembled on the ground, 
where they remained 4 or 5 hours, pro- 
testing by their presence and utterances 
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against the proposed invasion. A police- 
man was sent to warn them off, and the 
more excited suggested that he should be 
taken into the joss-house and well beaten, 
but calmer counsels prevailed. 

A now morning paper has been started in 
Shanghai under the title of the Morning 
Gazette, We extract the following para- 
graph from to-day’s, number :—Yesterday 
was the day appointed for the Shanghai 
‘Team to shoot off the Military Rifle Match 
with Hongkong; but as the wind was 
somewhat gusty in the morning, it was 
thought advisable to postpone the firing 
until’ a more propitious day. ‘The team is 
‘composed of Capt. Tucker of No. 3 Com- 
pany, Privates Carnie, Cullen and Hall of 
No. i Company, and Dunman and Glass 
of the Mih-ho-loongs. ‘This contest is the 
issue of a small-bore-rifle challenge offered 
to the Shanghai Volunteer Corps by the 
Hongkong Rifle Association, which the 
former accepted on the condition that the 
latter entertained the present competition. 
‘Phe arrangement having been completed 
prior to the recent Prizo Meeting of the 
8. V. G., the six best men of its last 
Autumn Meeting were nominated to re- 
present Shanghai, and they were Capt. 
Gann, Liout. Sim, Sergt. Bishop, Privates 
Carnie, Dunman and Glass. The matches 

















were to come off some time before the 30th 
May, each team being allowed to select its 
own day for shooting.

imagined, It was about 8 o'clock in the 
evening when she got to this spot, and sud- 
denly the chair coolies felt the chair get 
much heavier, ‘Thinking, however, that 
this was merely due to their own fatigue, 
they kept on their way, and in due time 
arrived at the bridegroom’s house. The 
chair was sot down and the curtain raised, 
when lo and behold ! thero was seen to be 
not one maiden, but two inside, exactly 
alike in form and feature, dross and bear- 
ing, Everybody cried out with astonis 

ment, but no one -could tell which was 
which, and the marriage ceremonies came 
toa standstill, In haste the bride's mo- 
ther was sent for, but she also was unable 
to tell the true one from the false. How- 
ever, she bethought herself of a plan which 
might settle the point. She knew that her 
aaughter could weave three pieces of cloth 
in aday, and so she suggested that if the 
tivo were set to weave against one another, 
it would soon appear, from the ability dis- 
played, which was the true daughter. Ac- 
cordingly looms were brought and the two 
wove from morning to night, but finished 
their tasks at the same time to a minute. 
Both the girls are still there and cannot be 
got rid of ; it is said they are sending for 
the magistrate to look into the matter, and 
also to the ‘Dragon and Tiger’ moun- 
tain in Kiangsi, to fetch the ‘Master of 
Heaven’ to exorcise the ‘double? which thus 
haunts the girl.

‘Our Pexrnc correspondent writes:—The 
Emperor returned from the Western 
Tombs on the 17th. During his absence 
from the City the Peking Gazette was 
published only every alternate day.—The 
new number of the Peking magazine will 
contain the first article, by Mr. Wade, on 
«The Audience.”—The Peruviansare likely 
to leave this in afew days and repair to 
‘Vientsiu. [hear that Li Hung-chang has 
been deputed by the Government to arrange 
a treaty with them.—Li was with the 
Einperor, and will shortly return to 
‘ientsin.—Mr. Otin, the Spanish Chargé 
@’Affaices has arrived, with hissuite.—The 
examinations for the Doctorate take place 
here in a few days, and masters of 
arts from all the 18 provinces are flocking 
in, The chief reason why Wénsiang 
remains in private at present, is not that 
he is so indisposed but that he does not 
wish to be appointed one of the exeminors, 
which he would otherwise almost cer- 
tainly be. It is very hard work, and from 
the careless manner in which it was done 
last year, it resulted in a number of de- 
gradations, chief among which was that of 
the President of the Board of Punish- 
ment.—We have heard nothing of the 
Corean revolution, to which I see you 
rofer.—The Peking Races take place on 
‘Monday and Tuesday next.—Mr. Hender- 
son of Tientsin has returned from a long 
trip into the south of Chihli prospecting 
for iron. He has found coal, iron and 
limestone of the best quality and in groat 
quantity. ‘There is just a chance of their 
being worked, as they are far enough away 
from the Fengshui of the Capital.—Messrs. 
Hill and Bamill leave here to-morrow for 
Shanghai, withouthaving effected anything 
definite regarding the dredging of the bar 
at Woosung, though matters are said to be 
“ moving. "—It is rumoured that Mr. 
Hart will visit Shanghai in June.—These 
last three weeks the weather has been very 
windy at Peking; and as no rain has yet 
fallen here, this year, the dust flying in 
the air in the main thoroughfares all day 
long, is extremely disagreeable to people 
moving out of doors, Shortly after day- 
light, this morning, (18th) I saw two large 
flocks of wild geese flying north, 

The opium difficulty which has been 
agitating Cumvseanc for some weeks, 
appears to be at last settled. We have 
refrained from comment on it hitherto, be- 
cause we had failed thoroughly to under- 
stand the case. Having we believe suc- 
ceeded at last in fathoming it, we give a 
sketch of the affair among our editorial

The Foocuow Herald says Admiral 
Shadwell is expected to visit that port 
very shortly. He will be accompanied by 
a portion of the squadron under his com- 
mand, and, after a brief stay, will proceed 
Northward,—The usual exodus of Teamen 
and others connected with the supply of 
“the leaf” is taking place, and the cus- 
tomary preparations are being made for 
the coming season,—A billiard handicap 
is being played. —A Rifle meeting is spoken 
of.—An Athletic Sports meeting was held 
onthe 17th, The Races came off with 
great success on the 7th and 8th April. A 
full report will be found elsewhere. — 

With reference to our paragraph last 
week regarding the Scotland, we now 
learn by the steamer Kiushiv from Swatow, 
that a barque suposed to be the Scotland 
has been totally lost on the White Rooks, 
(Lammocks group.) ‘The masts of the 
vessel were above water, and divers were 
to be sent down to her. Up till the time 
the Kiushiw left, nothing had been heard of 
the crew. A dospatch from the U. S. 
Consul at Swatow to the Consulate-Ge- 
neral here, which has been courteously 
placed at our service, gives all that is known 
so far. Mr, Wingate states that, on the 
Lith instant, he heard it was reported by 
Chinese fishermen that the masts of a 
sunken vessel were visible off the Island 
of Namoah, and that it was supposed every 
one on board was lost. ‘Thinking it pro- 
bable this might bo the wreck of the Scot« 
land, Mr. Wingate at once wrote to the 
Chinese Admiral at Namoal, asking him 
for the facts known as to the occurrence, 
He also sent his constable to Namoah, to 
obtain any information possible regarding 
the wreck or thecrew. ‘The rough weather, 
however, prevented the constable from 
visiting the wreck. The Admiral, in reply, 
referring to the storm of March 20th, in 
which one hundred native boats and some 
three hundred lives were lost, said ho had 
not heard of any foreign vessel being 
wrecked, but that he would order a search 
and enquiry, and would inform Mr. 
Wingate of the result.—Wo hear also that 
Messrs. Boyd & Co.'s wrecking steamer, 
the Leven, is at work on the Sedan, which 
now lies about 14 miles to the N. N. E. of 
the bearings given as the place where 
she struck, 

‘The news from Macao points to a re- 
opening of the coolie trade under another 
name. 

‘The AcueeN war has for the present come 
toastandstill. Some 3,000 troops are to 
remain encamped in the Kraton, which 
they have fortified so as to enable them to 
hold out agaiusé the Achinese in the event 
of an attack during the absence of the rest 
of the forces. A notification from the 
Netherlands Consul appears in the last 
Government Gazette, notifying the public 
that the Rajah of Gighen (where tho last 
expedition landed) has given in bis ad- 
herence to the Dutch Government, and 
that the blockade of that chief's territory 
has therefore been raised. It is intended 
to send a third expedition in October next, 
should peuco not be concluded in the 
meantime.—Straits Times.

‘THE CHINKEANG OPIUM SQUABBLE. 


‘Mr. Mepaurst, H. B. M.’s Consul, has 
returned from Chinkiang, having satis- 
factorily adjusted the little difficulty 
which has lately agitated that small 
but pushing port. The circumstances 
of the case appear to have been as 
follows :—Messrs. D. Sassoon Sons 
& Co, having thought it expedient to 
establish a branch agency of their busi- 
ness at Chinkiang, a clash of interests 
very naturally occurred; and the Chi- 
nese concerned plotted with the opium 
guild not only to “taboo” Messrs. Sas- 
soon & Co.’s Hong, but to issue a pub- 
Tic notice in the name of the foreign 
Hongs, threatening any native dealer 
who ventured to have transactions with 
its inmates with fine and confiscation 
by the “Consul.” ‘This notice was cir- 
culated in print, and a copy having 
fallen into Mr. Medhurst’s hands, he 
very properly called upon the Chinese 
Authorities to break up the combina- 
tion, and to punish the parties con- 
cerned in getting it ap. The foreign 
merchants were in no way parties to 
this objectionable circular, but the fact 
of the “taboo” having been put on by 
the Chinese was a matter of public 
notoriety at Chinkiang, and the com- 
pradores of the Hongs, if not personally 
implicated, were certainly to blame in 
permitting the circulation of such a 
document as that exposed by the Con- 
sul, without calling the attention of 
their employers to its existence, or pro- 
testing against its publication. 

After the issue of this notice of “ta- 
boo,” a dealer, hoping to escape its 
consequences with advantage to him- 
self, purchased ten chests of Messrs. 
Sassoon & Co.'s agent, at an unusually 
favorable rate, and applied to a friend, 
a.compradore in an American firm,.to 
allow delivery of the drug through his 
hands, promising him a small consi- 
deration per chest for the accom. 
modation. The drag was accordingly 
carried to -the premises of the 
American firm ; but on arrival there, 
the friend proved to be either ab- 
sent or faithless, and, the guild rules 
being quoted by another Chinese who 
represented the friend, the opium was 
declared confiscated, and the dealer 
liable to fine. Messrs. Sassoon Sons & 
Co.'s agent, becoming naturally alarmed 
for the safety of the property just sold 
by him, and all the Consular officials 
being at the moment absent at’Shang- 
hai, repaired to the spot with two 
Manilamen, to endeavour to recoverpos- 
session of the opium, or at any rate to 
prevent it from being carried off. These 
Manilamen, the Chinkiang party de- 
clared, were armed with knives and 
sticks, but the other side asserted 
that the men simply carried the 
sheath knives which such sailors 
usually wear in their belts for working 
purposes. Be this as it may, they ac- 
companied Messrs. Sassoon Sons & Co.'s 
agent, and thus added seriously to the 





complication. The services of the 
British Consular constable, in the ab- 
sence of his chief, were then invoked ; 
but he wisely confined himself to eject- 
ing the Manilamen, and advising the re- 
tention of thedrag whereit was until the 
Consuls concerned could putin an ap- 
pearance. The American gentleman who 
owned the Honghadmeanwhilearrivedin 
Chinkiang, and refused to allow the drug 
to leave his premises unless under Con- 
sular injunction. The constable, about 
the same time, took into custody a Chi- 
nese coolie of a British Hong, who had 
been acoused by Messrs. Sassoon, Sons 
& Co.’s agent of interfering with the 
delivery of two other chests of drug 
which he had attempted to sell. 

Tt was at this stage of the proceed- 
ings that Mr. Salter, the U. S. Consul, 
returned to Chinkiang, followed by 
Mr. Allen, and shortly after by Mr. 
Medhurst. Mr. Allen communicated 
to the Taotai the requisition from the 
British Consul for the putting down of 
the combination; and, in justice to that 
functionary, we have to state that he 
acted promptly and decisively, issuing a 
probibitory proclamation, a translation 
of which was at once circulated by 
Mr. Allen, Mr. Medhurst and Mr. 
Salter forthwith met, and the result of 
their co-operation was, thab the ten 
chests of drag were to be released 
upon the receipt by the U. S. Consul 
of an apology from Messrs. Sassoon, 
Sons & Co.’s agent, for his abrupt and 
unauthorised entry upon Amorican pre- 
mises, and upon the payment by the 
native dealer of the usual commission 
and ebarges to the American for the 
use of his same and premises. It was 
also arranged that the two Manilamen 
should be removed from the port, and 
Messrs. Sassoon Sons & Co.’s agent 
accordingly sent them to Shanghai the 
same night. ‘This being settled, the 
Taotai pleaded for the release of the 
watcher taken into custody by the con- 
stable, and he was set at liberty, on 
giving security not, to offend in like 
manner again. There is a rumour that 
the employers of the coolie intend to 
bring actions against the firm of Sas- 
soon, Sons & Co. for damage to their 
business and for false imprisonment ; 
but it is to be hoped that common 
senge will come in to puta stop to any 
further progress in a squabble which 
has already attracted far more pub- 
lic attention than it deserved. 


‘THE PEKING HOSPITAL. 

‘Twelfth Aunual Report of the 

Peklog Hospital for 18, by Jal 
Dudgeon, xv, 

For twelve years the Peking Hospital 
has been diffusing practical blessings and 
benefits amongst the native population. 
Tt has had difiiculties to contend against, 
but in the main the anticipations of its 
projectors must have been satisfied. During 
the past year 18,300 patients have been 
prescribed for, and the institution seems 
growing in the favour and esteem of all 
classes of the community. The Report 
of Dr. Dudgeon which we have before 





us is, as usual, filled with interesting 
facts, and throws considerable light upon 
the opinions of the natives, and the more 
subtle and curious beliefs that underlie 
their superstitious practises, and colour 
their views on man and nature, Though 


-as we see the Chinese are, in many cases, 


ready to avail themselves of Western pro- 
ficiency in the healing art, and though 
they are very grateful when cured, they 
ve the most profound faith all the 
time in their own prescriptions and 
in those traditional methods of cure which 
have been practised by their physicians from 
immemorial antiquity. Thus the European 
Doctor has to humour his patients in va- 
rious ways, and while using intelligent 
modern remedier, must often apparently 
employ the orthodox treatment. To quote 
an instance from the Report 











“Another patient, a Baddhist priest, 
had both bones of his right ley broken by 
a cart passing over it a little above the 


ankle. “Be too had the ley put up 
splints, and his desire for some medicis 
to cause union of the bones was immedi- 
ately attended to by one of the assistants, 
who, equal to the occasion, produced 
he felicitously termed ‘the bone-un 
elixir pill.” ‘ho priest was greatly plea 
and expected, from the efiieagy of the pi 
to be able to leave in a few days. In ihis, 
however, he was disappointed.” 

One always looks in the Reports of 
the Foreign Hospitals in China for some 
remarks on the vexed question of 
opium smoking. The Report of the 
Hospital in Shanghai published in 171, 
mentioned the value of atropine. We 
read that in all cases of profound 
coma from opium poisoning, with perfect 
insensibility, firmly contracted pupils and 
stertorous breathing, atropine should bo 
used at once, and the patient carefully 
supported afterwards by the administra- 
tion of coffee, ammonia, and stimulants, 
Dr. Dudgeon, on the contrary, thinks that 
itis quite doubtful whether the deadly 
action of opium is prevented by atropino,”” 
and in this belief he is supported by tho 
testimony of a non-medical missionary, Dir. 
Pierson of Uchow. Dr. Dudgeon says : 
“when the eases in which atropine has 
beon used are closely examined, I fear an 
uufavourable judgment will be arrived at. 
In the favourable cases, other remedies 
have been had recourse to, so xs to render 
it difficult, if not impossible, to divide out 
the share each remedy had in the recovery.” 
This question, however, is one that belongs 
more properly to the payes uf a purely 
medical journal than to the columns of an 
ordinary newspaper. 

Most of us recollect the painful and 
auxious excitement which prevailed in 
Shanghai, some years ago, on tho sub- 
jeot of hydrophobia, ‘The Chinese have a 
number of curious beliefs with regard to 
this dreadful disease, We have had, ina 
former Report, a list of some of the various 
remedial measures most in vogue ; here we 
have anew one: “The patient must eat 
the body (the head is to be thrown away) 
of a Spanish fly, and the greatest quietness 
must at the same time be observed. ‘The 
patient must on no account hear any noise, 
such as that of a bell, gong, drum, or such 
like, else the recovery is impossible. 
“After Uhe administration of the can- 
tharis, several masses like blood clots may 
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be observed to pass, supposed by some to be 
the poison of the rabid animal passing out 
of the system ; by others to be small dogs 
formed in the system by the poison. 

‘There aro a number of interesting items 
in the Report, We are pleased to observe 
the increasing gratitude of the native pa~ 
tients, proved by their presentation of tablets 
to the successful physician. Five off 

_ have presented a tablet inscribed ‘Skilful 
Hand, Benevolent Heart ;” and a scroll with 
the poetical line “Saved me like the Return- 
‘ing Spring,” was the thankful expression 
of «man’s feeling who had had his lower 
jaw removed. 

Asshop for the sale of Books has been 
opened in connection with the Hospital, 
and works of yeneral interest seem to meet 
with purchasers very readily, ‘Nhe Peking 
Magazine, Martin’s Natural Philosophy, 
&e., &e., appear to be highly popular ; and 
it is perhaps a sign of the times to find 
that that mysterious and isolnted sovereign 
the King of Corea has received a copy of 
the first of these publications for his own 
private use. 














REVIEW. 
A Chinese aud English Pocket 
Shanghai’ kel ea" 

We are somewhat surprised at the faint 
notice bestowed upon this valuable little 
work, though we know that the savans of 
the East are not much in the habit of 
praising each other; believing no doubt 
that real excellence, and even useful books 
will suroly make their way in the world by 
the mere force of their own merits. Yet, 
for the sake of learners, and those who 
might overlook the Pocket Dictionary un- 
Jess their attention was particularly called 
to it, we beg leave to say a fow words in its 
favor. 

It is well known that one of the greatest 
hindrances to the acquisition of even a 
moderate knowledge of Chinese, is the pon- 
derous dictionaries put into the hands of 
learners, containing thousands of characters 
that are obsolete, or rarely if ever used ; 
and yot #0 mixed up with those of every 
day use that the labour of separating 
them and fixing them in the memory 
is a Herculean task, requiring years of 
study—whereas the lubour expended upon 
a carefully arranged collection of charac- 
tors would be a long stride in laying the 
foundation of a thorough knowledge of the 
Chinese language. And there could be no 
better introduction and accompaniment to 
the study of Mr. Wade’s official and diplo- 
matic series of books, than this Pocket 
Dictionary, which contains the radicals of 
all the characters in the Chinese language, 
with a well-selected and clearly defined 
number of characters most used in writing 
and speaking, arranged under each radical 
to which they belong. Students often fail 
in learning a language because they attempt 
too much at once, overlooking the npward 
aleps by which high and difficult objects 
are attained ; and we consider the Pocket 
Dictionary one of the surest, most scientific 
steps to the acquisition of the Chinese lan- 
guage, that we have yet seen. 

It is no small attainment to have mas- 
tered all the radicals and a fair amount of 
useful characters under each one, as ar- 




















ranged in this little work ; and the assured 
sense of having accomplished this would be a 
great stimulant to future progress. Fortu- 
nately, the work is so arranged as to leave 
space and margin for the addition of new 
characters under each radical, which the 
student can add as he acquires them (from 
‘Mr. Stent’s large Dictionary, from Wil- 
liams, Medhurst, Kang-hi, or from his own 
teacher); and any one accustomed to study, 
needs no adviee on the importance of mia- 
king some such exertion for himself in 
mastering the dificulties of a foreign lan- 
guage. 

Tt has been said that the book has two 
defects—Ist, the want of an index ; 2nd, 
that the characters can only be found by a 
knowledge of the radicals. ‘The author 
will doubtless care little for such a criti- 
cism, or may answer—neither have the dic- 
tionaries of Dr. Medhurst and Kang-hi an 
index, nor can one Gnd an unknown char- 
acter in either without knowing the radi- 
cals, while mine is so much smaller than 
theirs, and containing only useful charac- 
ters, that nothing could more facilitate the 
progress of the learner than turning over the 
leaves and carefully running through the 
characters under each radical in order to 
find the one required. We therefore cor- 
dially recommend all who are beginning, 
or who intend to begin the study of Chi- 
», to use the Pocket Dictionary, which 
will enable them to begin the study of one 
of the most difficult of Eastern languages 
in an orderly, scientific manner, by first 
mastering the radicals, then the most nse- 
ful characters under each ; after which their 
power and combination in phrases and 
sentences, as used in writing and conver- 
sation, will be comparatively easy, and fu- 
ture acquisitions made upon such a well 
Inid foundation may fairly challenge the 
sm of English or Chinese sinologues. 
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PEEING. 


‘The Emperor returned from his visit to 
the Western Tombs, on the 17th instant. 
He reached the resting place or 
station from the capital, known by the 
name of Wang-hae-low (Q¢ fff fH) at 
about ten o’clock in the forenoon. When 
nearing this place, he was riding 
iron-grey pony which has lately been im- 
mortalised in the Gazette under the name 


Keuh-hwa-lew Cl i¢ ER). Prince Pih 


ih yen na_mo hoo) was riding on the 
near ‘side, about a couple of yards from 
his Majesty, holding a rein which was 
altached to the bridle of the Emperor's 
pony. ‘his was evidently done with the 
view of being able to control it should it 
become affrighted at the crowds of Chinese 
who were kneeling on both sides of the 
road. The Emperor rode at a slow walk, 
and seems to have derived benefit from his 
trip ; for this time he was looking about him 
at the people, to the number of tens of 
thousands, who, with their hats off, were 
kneeling on both sides of the road. As 
they were permitted by the imperial guard 
to approach the road to within five yards 
of His Majesty’s person, it was quite easy 
for them to see their Emperor distinctly. 
Ata couple of li from the Wang-hae-low, 
the Emperor caught sight of an old grey 
headed, grey bearded man, kneeling’ by 
the roadside. He at once pulled up his 
pony, and called on him to approach. ‘This 





























he did as quickly ae. his advanced age 
would permit, His Majesty asked hima 
few questions, regarding his name, his age, 
and to what part of China he belonged, 
snd after receiving the replies bestowed on 
him a silver medal or badge (Yin-pae-tsze 


SBF) on which were stamped the 
Chinese characters Yee on $5. 

After this politic act His Majesty pro- 
ceeded on to the Wang-hae-low. ‘Tho old 
man, Choo by name, is ninety-two years of 
age and is a native of the province of 

onan. He had come to the metropolis 
on account of the approaching examina- 
tions for the literary degree of Tsii-sze, 
Chave since learnt that the Emperor had 
previously, on his route back, bestowed 
similar silver badges or medals on other 

men whom he had observed kneeling 
by the roadside. Tam led to suppose that 
the recipients of these medals obtain cer- 
tain pecuniary and other advantages from 
holding them, when travelling through the 
country. 

About a couple of hundred yards before 
the Emperor reached the Wang-hae-low, 
his uncle, Prince Chun, the seventh son of 
the Emperor Taoukwang, rode rapidly 
ahead to the building, dismounted, and 
abont fifty yards before His Majesty got to 
the place where he had to dismount, met 
him, relieved Prince Pih of tho bridle, 
and ied the pony forward ; Princo Pih in 
the meantime having sprung from his own 
Bony, came up on the off side and held 
the bridle whilo the Emperor got off. 

The Emperor wore a dark colored silk 
jacket, and a gown of some greyish colored 
;, black satin boots, and. the spring 
official hat with a red silk knob on the top 
of it. His face liad got bronzed, by expo- 
sure to the sun on the trip, the official spring 
hat being no protection against its ray 
aud.as the roads wero very dusty, it besides 
had a plentiful covering of dust. He ap- 

eared, however, to be in the best of 
ppirits, and in excellent health—his whole 
appearance being in that respect in great 
contrast from what it was when he departed. 
from the capital seven days previously. 
‘The Emperor did not stay beyond a quarter 
of an hour at the Wang-hae-low, After 
this he got into a sedan and proceeded on 
to the palace, which he would reach about 
noon. 

‘The Empresses Dowager journeyed in 
carts, at least 20 li behind His Majesty ; 
and on their reaching the Wang-hae-low, 
accompanied by their numerous hand= 
maidens, it was seen that all had. their 
faces, hair, and clothes covered with 
yellow dust—a powdering which did not, 
it may be readily imagined, tend to in- 
crease their good looks pearance 
being in that respect. very different from 
what it was when they started for the 
Western Tombs. ‘The relatives of the Em- 
presses were waiting at the 
to see and speak to them. Tam gi 
understand that the Court etiquette or 
regulations do not allow of their relations 
repairing to the palace to visit them, ‘The 
Empresses arrived at the palace about 
three p.m. 

About three-quarters of an hour before 
the Emnperor had reached the Wang-hae- 
low, high officers had ridden along the route 

jefore him, shouting out that if the people 

wished to see the Emperor, they could 
come close up to the roadside, take off 
theit hats, kneel, and see His Majesty as 
he passed along. 

Amongst the crowds of Chinese who 
were present there on His Majesty’s return, 
there were numbers of people from the 
southern and western provinces—as could 
be seen from their dresses, and heard from 
their tongue. Indeed I have no doubt that 
there were Chinese present, near the 
Wang-hae-low, from every prefecture of 
the Empire; "for it must be borne in 
mind that at this time there are collected 
in Peking, for the examinations for the 
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degice of Tsiu-sze, several thousands of 
Kou-jin and their followers from every 
part of China, Chinese who were present 
when the Emperor was passing along the 
route near the Wang-hae-low reckoned 
that there were then from 120,000 to 
140.000 people, not including the man- 
darins and’ other tollowers of the Court, 
collected at the place. 

‘There can be no doubt that the Emperor 
appeared on the oceasion under the most 
favorable circumstances before his people. 
‘They saw him returning to his capital 
from the good work of praying at the 
Tombs of his ancestors ; appearing on 
horseback in amanly way, his face bronzed 
from exposure to the sun ; and from time 
to time en route noticing the aged men 
who were present amongst his numerous 
subjects, in a way most gratifying to them. 
Knowing the reverential feelings which 
the Chinese people entertain for their 
Emperor, we may surmise that the spec- 
tators on this occasion when they return 
to their homes, many of these situated 
inthe most distant parts of China, will 
not fail to recount what they saw on 
the 17th April 1874, of his Majesty 
and of his acts; and these recitals will 

* assuredly have a beneficial influence that 
will tend to bind the most distant parts 
of China still closer to the Ruler at the 
metropolis. I consequently view the pro- 
coedings as a political action fraught with 
future substantial advantages to the pre- 
sont Dynasty. 

T should now mention that the Wang 
hae low is the first station from the capital 
on the western route ; and to it, on the 
Emperor leaving for the ‘Tombs, a large 
number of the high functionaries of the 
metropolis, besides those who had to go 
with the Uourt, followed His Majesty, 
and from it saw him depart on his 
journey. On the near approach" of the 

mperor to that station on his return, 
theso high officials were there, waitin 
to receive him and accompany’ him back 
to tho palace, Tho High functionaries 
who had not, as well as those who had, 
accompanied the Court, wore fine silk court

Antoy. 


We hear from Amoy that a severe storm 
passed over that port on Sunday last, the 
12th April. The downpour of rain was 
tremendous, and the claps of thunder were 
appalling. The lightning shook the house 
occupied by Mr. Paterson of Tait & Co., 
making two huge cracks in a wall, and 
knocking down a coolie, who was at first 
imagined to be dead, but was found, how- 
ever, afterwards to be more frightened than 
hurt. Two Chinese gun-veasols, the Ta-an- 
lan and the Chenghai, arrived on the 13th, 
rat probably in conection with the report 
ed affair. between Japan and Formosa.— 
A strange double accident occurred on the 
13th, on board the steamer Yuen-tze-fei. 
‘Ono of the crew in crossing the deck after 
dusk, missed his footing and fell froma 
considerable height into the hold. He was 
picked up aud found to be not very much 
hurt, though considerably shaken, but in 
order to prevent the recurrence of a similar 
accident, orders were given for ropes to be 
put round the hatch and a cover on it, and 
‘whilst these orders were being carried out 
by another of the crew, he fell also to the 
bottom of the hold, accompanied by tho 
covers, etc. He wasstunned by the fall 
and appeared to be dead, but it is hoped 
that the accident will prove fatal to neither 
of the men.—China Mail. 














cANTON. 


It is rumoured amongst the Chinese that 
the Viceroy of Canton has no intention of 


putting down the Wai Sing Lottery, in 
spite of the strict nature of the Imperial 
Edict on the subject. As yet H. E. has 
not issued any proclamation ; and tickets, 
i are commenced to be sold for 
the coming examination for the Tsiu-sz 
degree. The Chinese say the Viceroy can- 
not very well abolish it now, because the 
icense fee has been already paid to the 
end of the year. ‘Theaction of the Viceroy 
confirms the general opinion amongst Eu- 
ropean residents, that the Central Govern- 
ment is powerless against the Provincial 
authorities. 

‘The Chinese Mail learns that about three 
weeks ago, some soldiers attached to the 
Lekin Taxing Station at Capsingmoon met 
with an unexpected resistance from the 
villagers of Sam Chun, a small place in the 
Sunon district. It appears that there is a 
wealthy opium shop in the place, and the 
soldiers having heard of it proceeded there 
with the view of exacting a squeeze. They 
went in two boats bearing the banners of 
cruisers. After landing they went direct 

















to the shop and insisted upon searching for 
opium on which no duty bad been paid. 
The shop people replied that all their 
opium was brought from Hongkong, and as 
a matter of fact daties had been paid on 
all, because the opium must necessarily 
pais the Station en route, The soldiers 
were not satisfied with this explanation 
and insisted upon searching. The shop 
people fearing that their object was to 
plunder, got the neighbours to collect. to- 
gether with the object of frightening them 
away, but they were not to be frightened, 
and renewed their demand to search with 
increased vigour, At last the shop people 
allowed them to search on condition that 
if they found any illicit opium they wero 
‘at liberty to take it away and take the 
master before the authorities ; but that if 
they failed to discover anything, they 
should be tied up and sent before the 
Magistrate. To this they assented, not 
thinking ‘the villagers were in earnest, or 
bold enough to tie them. They accordingly 
searched the shop, and found nothing but 
afew balls which bore marks of having 
passed the Customs, ‘The villagers there- 
fore set upon the soldiers and arrested 
them all, placing them in chains until they 
could be taken to the authorities. What 
the result may be, is not at present known. 

Last Sunday, at about noon, we had a 
very heavy squall with sharp driving rain, 
A sanpan, with five of the crew of Hl. M.'s 
gun-vessel Frolic, who were being taken 
‘off to their vessel, was capsized, One of 
the men, unable to extricate himself, was 
almost dead when his comrades got’ him 
out. He was at once taken on to the 
Shameen bund, where his comrades pro- 
ceeded to operate upon him. They first 
rolled him on the ground, then held him 
up with his head downwards, administer- 
ing the while a good deal of punishment 
with their fists. When brought to he was 
taken on board.—No sooner was the pro- 
clamation of which I notified youin my last 
issued, than a mandarin party proceeded 
to a house of entertainment, and insisted 
either upon a monthly payment of a cor- 
tain fee to be allowed to keep open, or the 
closing of the house altogether. The house 
in question is one considered to be superior 
to many of its fellows, and enjoys the 
patronage of some of the Chinese officials 
of this city, This last fact seemed to the 
mistress of the house to be of sufficient 
importance to justify her in refi 
“squeeze,” and on several occas 
appealed to some of her authoritative 
guests to turn out the soldiers on each 
‘oceasion of their arrival on the scone. The 
mandarin in charge of this particular di 
trict was not to be bested in this manner, 
and therefore hit upon an expediont that 
has gained for him the day. "He engaged 
four lepers at a hundred cash a day ; two 
of whom he placed within the doors of the 
house and two without. ‘They ate, drank, 
aud slept at their posts, grateful to For- 
tune, perhaps, for such’an easy mode of 
earning a livelihood. ‘This lasted for four 
days, when the house gave in.—I paid the 
Canton Arsenal a visit the other day, 
and found some eighty or ninety men at 
work ; most of them were enyaged upon the 
manufacture of Spencer Rifles, with bar- 
rels like those of gingals—that is, some 
seven feet long. Others were engaged pon 
the dredger of which you made mention 
a short time ago. The place is nothing 
like completed yet, but so far as it goes, it 
very nicely fitted up, and is ina state 
0 clean that you would fancy a European 
to be in charge; in place of which, nota 
foreigner has anything whatever ‘to do 
with it, believe. By the bye, speaking 
of the Spencer Rifles has put me in mind 
of an order issued by ihe Viceroy, to the 
effect that the troops about Canton were to 
be instructed in the English style of drill, 
The mandarins entrusted with this duty 
have not commenced to act yet ;—perhaps 
they do not know how.—Hongkong Times 
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HONGKONG. 

The Daily Press says the steamer Amoy 
put back‘on the 15th ult., in consequence 
of carrying away her propeller blades in a 
very heavy sea which she experienced 
outside, ‘The blades, in coming off, made 
great holes in her counter. Fortunately 
the steamship Regalia came up, and she 
was taken in tow by her, and brought into 
port.—The U.S. 8, Lackawanna was to 
Teave on the 20th for Yokohama,—The 
French man-of-war Montcalm arrived on 
the 19th.—The New Bedford whaler Ben- 
jamin Cummings, 38 months out, called at 
Ffongkong on the 16th to replenish stores, 
The ordinance for the application of 
$672,000 to the public service for 1874, 
and that for the establishing of lighthouses 
and buoys or beacons, have been approved 
by the Home Government.

MACAO. 


The Macao correspondent of the China 
Mail writes :—Good news for the soi disant 
Liberal, but really Communist party of 
Macao.’ ‘The barracoons are to be opened 
by the old hands, under the name of 
licensed Hotels ; the same brokers are em- 
ployed to get coolies, and the Agents will 
pay s0 much per head put on board, as 
formerly. Although the Government do 
notaanction any contract, the parties—i. e., 
the Agent and the coolie, or his attorney, 
will agree between themselves, and if neces- 
sary, the contracts may be registered at the 
respective Consulates, which will make it 
Dinding on the arrival of the coolies at 
their déstination. 
~The dealers in human flesh say that all 
difficulties of the new system have been 
‘overcome but two, ‘The first is, the space of 
8 cubic metres per eaolie, which they con- 
sider too much for a man, as coolie, on 
Board, but it isa matter that can be ar- 





ranged. Theother and last difficulty of the 
new regulation—that the Governor will send 
a person in his confidence, the day previous 
to the departure of any ‘vessel leaving with 
coolies, to examine them, and that those 
rauilling to go will be landed—is still 
considered insurmountable ; as no fortune- 
teller can yet give a satisfactory answer 
to the parties who are anxious to know 
who will be the lucky or unlucky person 
appointed by the Governor to discharge 
this important duty. 

Tecan only predict, without being a 
prophet, that, unless’ Viscount de Sam 
Januario puts down kidnapping, swindling, 
cheating and all other crimes connected 
with the coolie trade with a strong hand, 
by punishing the Agents, Captains and 
other Europeans and Chinese who ship 
unwilling emigrants, not with fines only, 
dnt with long terms of imprisonment, any 
system of emigration will prove abortive, 
and vice and immorality will command 
the day as heretofore. 

Besides tho evils in connection with the 
working of the emigration at Macao, what 
guarantee hare the Portuguese Govern- 
ment, from these Agents, that the coolies 
will not be sold into slavery at the port of 
their destination ? 

Tn Cuba I know from the regulations of 
the Island, that those coolies who have 
worked out their contracts are allowed 
only 50 days to quit the Island or to enter 
into a now contract—which is tantamount 
to slavery for life. 

From Peru, according to the terms of 
the contracts entered into by the Agents 
in Macao, no coolie can be sent to the 
Guano pits, but every captain and inter- 
preter returning from the latter place 
describes the shocking miseries of the Chi- 
namen sent to the Guano Islands, with the 
tacit consent of the Portuguese Consul- 
General. 

The Chuchaeiros, believing in their mas- 
tors, are spreading the news that ono of 
the Lords of the late Liberal Government 
is connected with some West India Sugar 

lantations ; and being for that reason 

jealous of the growth of Cuba as a Sugar 
producing country, tries his best to stop 
the importation of workmen into that 
Island. 

It is now a question of the life or death 
of the coolie trade, the appointment of an 
employé to oxamine the coolies; aud if 
the appointment falls on a right man, the 











's-| slave trade will soon be a thing of the past.

upon both hanks of the Yang-tsze, whicl 























have suffered so grievously during therebel- 
lion, it is an urgent siaky to tesla reviving 
trade and enterprise ; whilst in Sze-chuen, 


Kwangtung, Shan-ting, and Shensi, pro: 
vinoes in a comparatively unharmed’ con- 
dition, what should be done is to protect, 
stead of to pillage, the sources of national 
prosperity. ‘The Censor prays that injunc- 
tions be laid upon the high provincial 
authorities, directing them to enquiro care- 
fully into these matters, and rectify the 
abuses he complains of.” (A rescript com- 
mending this matter to the attention of 
the provincial governments has already ap- 
peared.) 

(8) Another memorial from the’ same 
Censor draws attention to the abuses toler 
ated in the provinces in connection with 
the wrongful monopoly of functions by 
officials who have gained access to tho pub: 
lic service by purchase, to tho exclusion 
in many eases of those who have entered 
the service in the regular way. 

April 13th.—(1) A Decree. The horse 
presented to Us by Pehyennamoku Wo 
have ridden, and found greatly to our 
liking.

‘The remainder of this day’s Gazette is 
occupied with unimportant memorials res 
pectin the appointment of minor officials 
in Kan-suls and Yiin-nan. 

April 15th.—A Decree. This day, alon 
the line of Our road, a vast number o 
tracks of carts and “horses have been 
visible. In this, a want of due reverence 
for Majesty is notably displayed. Let the 
Ministers in charge of the road and the 
Governor-General of Chih-li_ stringently 
prohibit and put a stop to the proceeding. 
If any venture to disobey and if vehicles in- 
fringe any further upon the road, let them 
immediately denounce the offenders, be 
their office great or small. Let also the 
soldiers, eunuchs, lackeys of the suite, and 
all others (at fault) be punished in the 
most severe manner. Respect this! (The 
damage tothe Imperial roadway, of which 
his Majesty complains, has probably been 
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caused by the eunuchs and others sent on 
in advance to make preparations for the 
Imperial halts). 

(2) A Decree, Let Chang Wén-pin and 
Kia Yeo-sino, the two men who have this 
day petitioned Us up by the road- 
side, be handed over to. the camp depart- 
ment of the Board of Punishments to be 
stringently put on trial, Respect this !

petition to the Emperor whe 
is in itselé a criminal offence, subject- 
ing the offender to transportation, and 
the practice is resorted to only by the 
most desperate persons, after justice has 
Deen denied at all the tribunals. It is 
astep taken, most probably, in the hope 
of at least involving the opposing party 
and unjust. officials in further trouble, 

* even when little hope of obtaining a favour- 
able judgment for the petitioner himself is 
entertained, ‘The same feeling is in many 
if not most eases that which prompts the 
ordinary appeals to the Censorate.) 

(3) A memorial from the Governor of 
Cherkiang regarding a judicial decision 
lately arrived at in the Kin-hing Prefeo- 
ture respecting the title tolands apportion- 
ed to the support of a memorial temple. 
This building was erected in 1736 as a

‘The weather, on this first day of the 
Races, could liardly have been improved 
upon. The sun was hot—that is to be 
expected at this time of the year, if the 
sky is clear—but a pleasant breeze was 
blowing throughout the day. ‘There were 
2 good number of spectators on the Grand 
Stand—fewer gentlemen perhaps than 
usual, but never, certainly, have the 
Indies assembled’ in greater force to 
ourage the sport which, of all others 
in Shanghai, they most warmly patronise, 
‘The tiers of benches in the Grand Stand 
were well filled, and the happy winner of 
the Ladies’ Purse must lave felt that 
Miss Macpherson addressed to him no 
empty compliment, in saying that she re- 
presented the ladies of Shanghai in pre- 
senting the prize he had cleverly won. 

‘The course was hard, owing to the little 
rain that has lately’ fallen; but the 
racing—perhaps owing partly to this fact 
—was unusually good. The time made in 
the Criterion mile is the best ever scored 
in Shanghai ; and in two other races—the 
Ladies’ Purse and the Members’ Plate, 
last year’s time was quite eclipsed ; the 
record in the first being 2.42} against 2.47, 
and in the latter 2.42} against 2.4% 
tables were turned, wo believe, only in 
the ease of the Brokers’ Plate which 
geoupied 0.514 agninat 0.42} last yen 
The Bellerue Stand was crowded as usual, 
and the sides of the Course nearest the 
Settlement were fringed with Chinese. 

‘The arrangements were all that could be 
desired ; und in saying this we must not 
omit to specialise the tifin which was 
hospitably provided by the Race Club, 
‘The Starter, we believe, complained that 
the eagerness of the jockeys rendered his 
office somewhat difficult, but charitably 
condoned the offence in view of the natural 
anxiety of each to land his special moke to 
the front. On the whole, we must congra- 
tulate the Stewards on the first day having 
gone off with complete success.

Secon Day. 
Tuesday, 28th April, 1874. 

It was hotter to-day than even on 
Monday, and not a few sun-hats were to 
‘be seen in the enclosure, instead of the 
more orthodox white “toppers” that had 
ruled on the previous day. For the 
jockeys, with their thin silk caps, the heat 
must havo been trying—cabbage leaves, 
pocket handkerchiefs and other such 
devices notwithstanding. ‘There were fewer 
spectators early in the day, and fewer 
ladies throughout. ‘The heat perhaps de- 
terred some; but if so the fear was ex- 
aggerated, for the seats in the Grand Stand, 
exposed to the breeze and sheltered from 
the sun, were pleasant throughout the day. 
It will cause regret to absentees, to learn 
that they missed a pleasant afternoon’s 
sport. 

But if the numbers were less on the 
Grand Stand, the crowds of Chinese round 
outside of the course were greater. 














The little stand which is usually rigged up 
on the plot of iand outside the Gate, was 
crammed ; stools and benches of every 
description were ranged along the whole 
length of road—leasable to anybody 
“for a consideration.” Rows of jinrick- 
shas and scores of wheel-barrows awaited 
customers at the finish, and few went 
empty away. And, strange to say, we 
neither saw nor heard of collision or mis- 
hap among all the crowd of vehicles and 
pedestrians. 

‘The racing was again good, producing 
some fast time and one or two startling 
surprises. The race for the Shanghai Cup 
was, we believe, the fastest on record for 
China ponies. Mudjekeewis disappointed 
a good many backers in this race, but he had 
a bad start; otherwise, judging from the 
way he came up at the Guia, he would have 
had a chance notwithstanding his 7lbs, 
penalty for winning the Criterion. Glencoe 
was made a hot favourite for the Derby after 
his yesterday’s running, and was bought 
at heavy prices in Mondey nights lottery. 
Sinecure, however, upset the pot easily, 
thereby justifying’ our remark about his 
failure in tho Griffins. ‘The cheering was 
immense as Mr, Stead’s colours passed 
the post, and the noble owner was 
“chaired® to the Stand with an ene 
that threatened to annihilate him in the 
midst of victory. Glencoe’s backers, how- 
ever, were revenged in thenoxt race, where 
Pepin upset an equally boiling pot on 
Sinecure, 

‘The Bellevue Cup which was'to be the 
prize of Weduesday’s Steeplechase, was 
exhibited in the Stand—a handsome 
piece of plate, intended to serve as a 
Centre-piece.

‘THE MISSIONARY QUESTION FROM A 
‘CHINESE POINT OF VIEW. 


To the Editor of the 

Norta-Curwa HERALy, 
Dear Sir, Ihave been requested by a Chi- 
nese friend to translateand forward to you 
for publication the subjoined letter, which 
is a faithful expression of those views he 
wishes to urge on the attention of a for- 
eign public, 





Yours obediently, 
‘TRaNstator. 
April 15th, 1874, 


I most heartily wish for friendly and in- 
timate intercourse between foreign coun- 
tries and China, because I know that this 
will be to the great advantage of ‘my vn 
country, and that it will be, for instance, 
her only way fo oppose Russia’s encroach 
ments successfully. 

T only see one yeeat obstacle rem 
in the way to the fulfilment of thi 
others that existed have disappeared. 

We Chinese (of course T speak not of the 
large miass altogether ignorant of for- 
eigners) suspected that foreign countries 
wanted to conquerour territory. ‘The year 
1860 has taught us better; we know that 
England and France could thenhave effected 
conquest, but they not did wish todoso. 
Wethought that foreigners were clamouring 
for free admission to our ports, to take our 
legitimate gains from us—we know, now, 
that this advantage goes band in hand with 
our own, and that ultimately Chinese will 
derive even greater benefit than foreigner: 
When foreigners commenced to be i 
charge of our Maritime Customs, we ex- 
pected that China would be deprived of its 
revenue from this source ; everybody is 
convinced to-day that not a tael is «liverted 
from its proper use, Many other proju- 
dices have been dispelled amongst thou- 
sands, and the thousands will son teach 
the millions; but one serious obstacle to the 
intimacy of the relations between China 
and the West, one source of doubt, of sus- 
picion remains behind. What is it? 

‘There are but two in a thous md of ny 
countrymen who have not grave suspicions 
against Catholic missionaries, and but 
twenty in a thousand who do not hold 
the same against Protestant preachers, 
I greatly fear that fresh troubles will 
arise on this account between foreign 
countries and China, and that thereby the 
progress of the Middle Kingdom will be 
delayed for a long time, and its people 
shut out from the benefits of foreign im- 
provements, How is this great evil to be 
avoided ? 

Not. being able to discuss here every 
side of the question—in order to show the 
dificuities in the way of other solutions, 
Iwill proceed at, once to point out what 
seems to me to be the only practicable 
remedy—aremedy that ought to be applied 
now, when the treaties are in process of 
revision. 

Ttis not the presence of Missionaries 
in China, but it is the way in which they 
claim the protection oftheir Governments 
which renders them objects of our people’s 
suspicion and hatred. Let it once be clear- 
ly established that the influence gained 
by Missionaries will not and cannot be 
used for the political advantage of any 
foreign country,—let it be understood 
that the great powers will briny no more 
pressure to bear on China, in order to 
ensure by these worldly means the suc- 
cess of the religious cause,—let it be seen 
that Missionaries are content to fight with 
spiritual weapons only, that they trust 
to the help of their God, and not to the 
strong arm of fore 
hostility to Missi 
have disappeared. 

































disap Let, then, foreign 
countries give up the special protection 
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that they have hitherto accorded to their 
preachers ; our Government will in that 
case grant them the fullest liberty to 
preach their religion, and to the people 
to enter it. China will be found quite ready 
to issue the strictest instruction to all 
authorities to treat these men with the 
utmost justice and consideration, to put 
them on the same footing as all scholars, and 
as other priests. I implore Missionaries 
to declaro that they accept these conditions; 
T ask foreigners to give the support of 
their approval to this scheme ; I beseech 
Foreign Ministers to take ‘this plan 
into their serious consideration. It is the 
only means to avoid dangerous complica 
tion, whileit allows Missionaries to continue 
their work which, I understand, they will 
not give up. Should your Ministers still 
have doubt if our officials will deal out 
even-handed justice to the foreign 
Missionaries, “then arrange with our 
‘Teung-li Yamen that n trial of one or 
two years be made. If it does not answer 
all legitimate expectation, let the special 
protection of the treaties come again 
into operation. 1t might also be pos- 
sible to except the open ports in the 
alteration, as there the Chinese are bet- 
ter acquainted with foreigners and the 
Consuls are near, to restrain Missionaries. 
The foreign preachers themsclves have 
the greatest interest in seeing my plan 
adopted; foreducated people will at least be 
willing to listen to them, thinking ita 
matter of indifference to ‘have this one 
religion more established in the empi 
The interest of all the other foreigners is 
elf-evident ; between them aud us there 
is no real cause of suspicion and hatred, 
and Iam convinced the friendly. relations 
between our countries and our people need 
thenceforth no more be disturbed. 

Let, therefore, not this small question 
of a form of religion—all religions exhort 
men'to be good,—prevent the Chinese from 
enjoying the great benefits of a progressi 
civilisation 7 And you who think-the re 

ious form all-important, consider well 
jow mach ovil will flow from the unres- 
sonable prosecution even of a good cause. 
‘To sow seeds of hatred, of disunion in my 
own country—to endanger the friendl: 

relations with foreign countries which it 
hag cost so much to establish—to cause 
strife, war and bloodshed, can that be the 
will of the Supreme Ruler whose servants 
you proclaim to be? And Tassure you 
that you will be the cause of all this, if 
you continue to make use of the pressure 
which ia brought to bear on our Govern- 
ment by yours, while trying to convert my 
countrymen to yoar Christian religion. 

‘You say that you have come for our 

ood ;many of you adopt our dress, and 
five with our people, as if you were one of 
us, Do this in reality and missionary 
troubles will be a thing of the past. ‘Then 
the way will be opened for my country to 
become as rich and as powerful as foreign 
countries now are, through following, with 
their assistance,’ the same methods by 
which they have sueceeded. Our people 
will not do this as long they are full of 
suscipions and fears with regard to for- 
jigners. ‘The action of your Missionaries 
he overflowing source of these suspi- 
cions and fears ; you uphold the one great 
obstacle which remains standing in Ching’s 
way to progress—remove it !

Deak Sin,—Whilstall Shanghai is at the 
races, I happen to look over your paper a 
little more at leisure than usual, and read 
most attentively a whole column entitled

point of view.” It proves in fact to bea 
rather diluted composition, with nothing 
very new in it, However, as people less 
acquainted with the true state of things 
might find some plausibility in it, it may 
be worth while to give a word of an- 
swer. 

‘The whole scheme seems to be wound up 
in these two sentences towards the middle 
of the article : 

“Let, then, foreign countries give up the 
special protection thst they have hitherto 
accorded totheir preachers ; ourgovernment 
will, in that case, grant them the fullest 
liberty to preach their religion, and to the 
people to enter it. China will be found 
quite ready to issue the strictest instrnct- 
ion to all authorities to treat these men 
with the utmost justice and consideration, 
to put them on’ the same footing as all 
scholars, and as other priests.” 

Now, it seems to me that the Chinese 
writer must either come down from the 
moon, that he knows so little of whatis go- 
ing on in his own country, or prove to be 
arather barefaced lumbug. Why! Mis- 
sionaries and Christians have existed in 
China for hundred of years without con- 
sular or foreign protection, and during all 
that time, with the exception of a very few 
days of Imperial favor or tolerance, they 
have had to suffer more or less persecution. 
And now, after the treaties, what other 
rights are claimed besides the liberty to 
preach, and, for the people, freedom to 
enter the religion when they feel soinclined ? 

‘As to the second part, China has issued 
the strictest instruction’ to all authorities, 
to treat Missionaries and Christians with 
the utmost justice and consideration ; and 
it is only when those instructions are not 
complied with, that avy application is made 
to foreign protection. 

Lwould like very much to know, at Inst, 
on what ground could any sensible man 
el confident that Missionaries and Chris 
tinns should be more fairly treated by the 
Chinese authorities, were they altogether 
unprotected by foreign powers ?

ACCIDENT ON THE RIVER. 


‘The River abreast of Kintoan Beacon 
was yesterday the scene of a very melan- 
choly accident. Captain Kofod, one of 
our oldest pilots, having occasion to go 
down to the place indicated to raise an 
anchor that had got foul of the telegraph 
cable, allowed his son Charles, a bright 
and promising boy of eight years, to ac- 
company him, in the pilot schooner Maggie; 
on board of which, besides the usual crew, 
there also was Mr. Dummel, the chief 
officer of the Telegraph Co.'s steamer 
Oersted, About 10am. they had suc- 
ceeded in getting a chain attached to the 
anchor, and were engaged in heaving it up 
by the Maggie's bows, when Capt. ‘Kofod, 
ig lest the strain should cause any- 
g to snap, directed his boy to go aft 
out of the reach of danzer. About half a 
minute afterwards, he was startled by acry 
from one of the crew, that Charles was over- 
board, and rushing aft saw his boy drifting 
away with a very strong ebb, about 10 yards 
off. Mr. Dummel, an able swimmer, heavily 
dressed and booted as he was, plinged at 
once into the water, and rapidly gaining on 
the boy, got his arm round him, and got 
the child’s arm on his shoulder. The 

















schooner’s dingey was at once lowered and 








pulled by the crew to the rescue, Capt. 
Kofod standing on the schooner paralysed 
with terror. On nearing Mr. Dummel and 
the child, the crew rounded the dingey to, 
and held’ ont an oar to Mr, Dummel to 
catch, ‘The latter had been now a con- 
siderable time in the water, and was much 
exhausted by the down-dranght of his wet 
clothes, boots, é&e., besides his burden, and 
ashe canght at the oar with both hand: 
the child seems to have slipped beneath his 
arm and gone down, He must have been 
swept away by the under current, as he 
never rose to the surface again, With sad 
hearts they returned to Shanghai, and 
getting notices printed in Chinese, offering 
$100 reward for the recovery of the body ; 
these wore last night taken down for dis- 
tribution among the Chinese fishermen, 
from Woosung downwards. Courier. 














DETERIORATION OF SILK.

Shanghai, 13th April, 1874, 

In June 1872, this Chamber caused to be 
Frinted for circulation among Chinese Silk 

ferchants, a Report from the Council of the 
‘Association of Silk Merchants at Lyons, Tn 
this, it was pointed out how greatly the 
future of China Silk was endangered by care- 
less and bad reeling and false packing ; and 
Chinese Merchants. wore earnestly warned 
that, unless some reforms were made in these 
respects, their Silk must be driven out of 
consumption or be greatly reduced in value. 

, Unfortunate}: y; advice which was then 
given in the interests of both Chinese and 

foreigners, has been totally neglected, and 
the reeling and packing of tie, crop has’ been 
even worse in 1872 and 1873 than in 1871. 
‘The result has been what was then predicted, 
that China Silk has fallen in value very: 
heavily, and toa far greater extent than that 
of other countries, 

‘The increasing production of Silk has caused 
a fall of 10 @ 15 per cont on well-recled 
descriptions, such as those of Europe and 

ina Silk, instead of declining 
in the same proportion, has fallen in value 
25 a 40 per cent, because it has beon too dan 
gerous and unsalcable an article for speculators 
to touch, and its unattractive quality has 
made it the drug of the Silk trade, 

‘This great depreciation has of c \. 
tailed most severe losses on both Chinese and 
Foreign Silk Merchants, and the Ch 
again earnestly urges the former to 
on the Chinese reelers and pack 
absolute necessity of more careful and honest 
preparation, and to insist most emphatically 
on their observance of the following points : 

‘That they reel more slowly and carefully, 
80 as to produce Silk of a much finer and more 
even size ; 

‘That they abstain from reeling double Co- 
coons along with single ones, which is the 
principal causo of foulness and bad winding ; 

‘That they discontinue the practice of pack- 

coarse, uneven and foul Skeins ia the 
of good mosses and books ; as also of 
recling Chincum and other Taysaams as 
‘Tsatlee ; 

‘That ‘in preparing Re-recled and ‘Thrown 
Silks, they do not load them with Sugar, Oil, 
&e,, to increase their weight. 

From England, France and Italy, there 
come continual complaints that China Silk 
cannot be used on acconnt of its coarse size 
and fouluess, and manufacturers are driven to 
for ‘Tram, 
instead of the China Silks" which were 
formerly employed for that purpose. 

From America, there are even louder com- 
plaints of the miserable quality of 
Re-reeled Silks, of their bad windi 

i weight when boiled o 
Tf these careless and fraudulent practi 
be continued, China Silk must fall still lower 
in price, or still further lose its place in con- 
sumption ; if, on the other hand, the Chinese 
will return to their former careful and honest 
system of reeling, it is cortain that their Silk 
I very soon recover its character, aud that 
a good and healthy trade will result, to the 
benefit alike of Chinese aud Foreigners.

4H, B, M.’s SUPREME COURT. 
Shanghai, April 24. 
Before Sir Epwuxp Horxpy, Chief Judge. 
In Appeal. 

‘Tue Cava & Jara Travis Co., Arret- 
taN7s, v. W, Horse, the Master, and 
others, Owners of the S. S. 

Gordon Castle. 

‘Mr. Eames for the Appellants. 

‘Mr. Drumaoxn for the Respondents. 

‘This was an appeal from the decision of 
H. B, M.’s Court at Hiogo, in reference to 
the liability of the defendants on a bill of 
lading for short delivery of certain pig- 
iron to the consignees in Japan. Against 
the item, as it appeared in the bill of lading, 
were notes in print and writing,“ weight 
unknown,” the defendants accepting the 
statement of the shippers in London, and 
which was also appended to the item in 
question in the form of a note “ weight 100 
tons,” to be correct. When the ae. was 
delivered in Japan, the iron was found to be 
short in weight. ‘The case came before the 
Court there, when technical objections were 
rade against the defendants being held, rex 
ponsible under the circumstances, which objec- 
tions the Court eventually supported. ‘This 
Accision resulted in the present appeal 

‘Mr. Eaates, in opening the case for the ap- 

yellants, aid he did not ow what his learned 
Friend was going to say, but if he uaderstood 
thie ease rightly. he thought the ouly question 
at issue was, what was the meaning of the 
words “weight and contents unknown” ou a 
Unit of lading, If his learned friend agreed 
with him inthis view, aud if his Lordship 
approved of it, the arguments would occupy 
very little time indeed. 

‘Mr. Drustioxp concurred. 

‘Mr. Eaates then proceeded to state briefly 
the facts of the case, observing that it was a 
matter of common’ notoriety that a bill of 
Tading was signed at the last moment, in order 
that no inaccurracy imight occur as to the 
weight, contents, value, and so forth, of an; 
particular goods that might have been shipped. 
Ya" this case certain memoranda had ‘been 
entered, one of which specified the weight 
to be 100 tons ; and was it to be considered 
that the fact of there being other memos. 
stating that the weight was unknown, exoner- 
rated the respondents from their liability ? 
Such notes might be entered merely for the 

5urpose of covering auy slight mistake or 
Riscrepaney, but here the captain's own evi- 
deiice proved that it could not be a mistake. 
With this statement, Counsel thought the 
only error in the matter was, the gross 
mistake on the part of the. respondents 
in not looking after the cargo; and the 
ouly information the appellants could obtain 
now was, that the respondents knew nothing 
of it. It Capt. Holme could come into Court 
and prove that he had used every reasonable 
diligence, then his situation would be ver 
different, but appellants held he- had taken 
no care whatever, and he now came to the 
Court aud asked for protection. Not that he 
had any intention of charging Capt Holme 
with any attempt at fraud.  Farfrom it; and 
his iustructions wero by' no ineans to’ that 
effect. But some one else might have attempted 
ch a fraud, and he submitted to his Lord- 
ip, that althongh Capt. Holme might have 
Gelored in Japan all the cargo he then had 
‘on board, it did not prove that he delivered all 
he received in London. 

Mr, Drvantoxo replied, and said he 
thought the whole argument in this case was 
‘covered by the case Jessell v. Barth. He then 
directed his Lordship’s attention to a pecu- 
liarity with regard to the form of the petitions 
before the Court. An irregularity occurred as 
to the name of the respondents in the case, 
Capt. Holme being named in the title as the 
spondent, while in the original petition » dif- 
ferent iame was given. ‘This might have been 
a ster of great importance, were it not for 
tthe fact of it being otherwise provided for. 

Mr. Eantes admitted this, but took it in the 
light of an amendment. 

‘Mr. Davasoxo then read the evidence of 
Capt. Holme at length, afterwards remarking 
‘that the main facts shewn by the witness were 
that the pig-iron was sent to his ship in Lon- 

































































don, that it was not weighed over again, and 
was stated in the cargo book to be two lots of 
about fifty tons each. There was no one in 
London to check this on bebalf of the 
vessel, and no request to that effect was 
ever made. A {ir Skinner signed the 
bills of lading, managed the business of 
the ship and its cargo, and saw that it was all. 
on board. And the evidence clearly shewed 
that whatever was put on board at London 
was delivered at Kobe, while there was no 
evidence to shew that any part of the cargo 
was lost on the way. Under these circum: 
stances arose the question whether the fact 
of the words ‘100 tons” appearing in the 
bill of lading made the ship lable to deliver 
100 tons, whether it had been shipped or not, 
or to pay for the amount not delivered. What 
control the words, both printed and written, 
“weight unknown,” were to have over the 
words ‘100 tons of pig iron,” was the ques- 
tion his Lordship had to decide. Mr. Drum- 
mond referred the Court to Sec. 3, Ca 
IIL, 18 and 19 Vic., having reference to the 
Bill of Lading Act, and which went to prove 
hat a ‘ill of lading in the hands, of a con- 
signee, representin, is to have been ship- 
ped on board, “sball be conclusive evidence 
of such goods being shipped, notwithstanding 
that sach goods or any pat ‘thereof might not 
have been so shipped.” These words at the first 
lance might be taken as very. stroog against 
case, but their real effect was shewn in 
the ease Jessel v. Barth (already quoted), re- 
ported in 2L. R., 6 Exch., page 267, a 
case the facts of which were as nearly as pos- 
ible identical with those now under con- 
sideration. ‘The respondents were charterers 
of a steamer engaged in the Mediterranean 
trade. ‘They signed a bill of lading which 
described a part of the cargo to be of a cer- 
tain weight. ‘This portion was safely de- 
livered, but was found to be short in weight, 
and, on the case being heard, it was held that 
the printed words “weight unknown” over- 
balanced the statement of weight, and the 
respondents were not held responsible. ‘The 
judgment was that of Chief Justice Kelly, 
Barons Martin and Bramwell. The frst aad 
that though the cargo was represented to be in 
weight 33 tons, inasmuch as the true weight 
was not ascertained, the defendants were not 
responsible,—and the verdict was accordingly. 
Baron Marlin expressed himself of the same 
mn, holding that the person signing the 
bil of fading, in doing to, meant to say that 
the weight was represented to him to be #0 
much, which he entered, but that he himself 
had no knowledge of the matter. Baron 
Bramwell was, if auythiog, strovger, holdin 
that cargo of such a weight being representei 
as having been shipped, it was accepted, but 
merely for the calculation of freight and no- 
thing more. Mr. Drummond then went on 
to contend that if the appellants had pro- 
ceeded, relying ot evidence and not solely 
gn an item in Lill of lading, and proving 
by such evidence that 100 tons had been 
shipped, most unquestionably their ease 
‘would have stood on a very diferent bas 


His Lorpsute remarked that no such evi- 
dence had been brought before him. 

Mr. Davanroxp next went on to remark 
that, truly speaking, there was no statutory 
law laid down by which a captain was 
bound to give a receipt for cargo shipped, 
but that he did so merely because, if he did 
ob no one would ship goods in his vessel 
But if he was not bot togivea receipt, most 
certainly he was not bound to givea particular 
form of receipt ; and under the circumstances 
he considered it to be solely a matter of 
evidence on both sides, there being nothing 
said about a bill of lading no more than 
there was about a ticket by therailway. The 
position of the respondents was, as it were, 

‘You say you ship by us 100 tons ; I receive 
it as 100 tons but J don’t know it for a fact ; 
and if you wish to make me liable for it, the 
onus rests upon you to luce such evidence 
as shall satisfy us or the Court that you did 
ship that weight or quantity by us.” This 
proof, he contended, the appellants had failed 
to give. 

Mr. Eaues then made a brief reply, sub- 
mitting that it was the business of the 
captain or mate to have kept account of 
‘what was shipped, and that it was the duty 
of those on board to give a valid receipt. Tt 
‘was quite true there was no statute, enforcing 
this, but there was a rule which he hel 
was as authoritative as the Common Law of 



































England, namely, the practice of ages. A 
‘suggestion had been made that the shippers * 
Ought to have sent out evidence here.” Ho 
‘would ask, what evidence could be sent? The 
Court possessed what the shippers believed to 
be the necessary evidence—the receipt, the 
only other evidence, perhaps, being that of 
some boatman or coolie, and he did not think 
his learned friend would be willing to admit 
this a3 evidence. There were mate’s receipts 
in the first instance, which he believed his 
Lordship would have received. 

His Lorpsir.—There is no evidence of 
then, 

Mr. Eantes.—No; only presumptive evi- 
dence, from thie fact of the goods having been 
shipped, and from the invoices. 

After some consideration, 

His Loxpsmte proceeded to give judgment, 
He said he was bound by the case of Jessel 
v. Barth, which practically decided that 

ere a bill of lading contained the words, 
‘weight and contents unknown,” whoever 
signed it, whether captain, owner, or agents, 
couldnot be held responsible for what was short 
delivered. In this case, it appeared that a 
certain quantity of iron had been brought on 
board, a statement of its weight being made, 
but that the captain had never undertaken to 
ascertain whether or not the statement was 
it was quite clear 
that the plaintiffs could not recover in this 
action, and he must therefore confirm the 
judgment of the Court below. But he con- 
jessed he could easily conceive cases where 
this decision would be very unjust towards 
the shippers. Looking at the bill of lading, 
he found it to be a printed document, in whicl 
amongst other things were inserted the words, 
«weight and contents, value, &e., unknown 
but it did appear to him that where a captai 
allowed to Bo put in the bill of lading a 
specific weight, or quantity, or value, or 
contents, the written words ought to be 
taken as an admission on his part of such 
weight, er measure, quantity or value, But, 
in this case, it also appeared in writing, be- 
sides in print—“weight unknown,” therefore 
that argument was to be put on one side 
altogether. But it was known that these 
bills of lading were granted in exchange for 
mate’s receipts, and certainly he would not 
wish to be considered as holding in any 
other case where evidence might be brought 
before him of mates’ receipts, which admitted 

































certain weights or certain contents had been 
received on board. If the mate had signed 
for having received s0 many tons of coal, or 





yards of iron rod, and such document had been 
Adduced in evidence, he should be inclined to 
hold that the captain was bound to give a 
delivery in exact accordance with the mate's 
receipts. And if they could be produced, or 
evidence ren of them, he certainly should 
Jook to them, and not to the bill of lading ; 
because he should consider the receipts 
were the admission of their having received 
such cargo on board, and that the captain 
was therefore bound to deliver that amount. 
no. evidence, or it 
merely inferential, that there was a mate's 
receipt, and it not having been produced 
he could not act as if it had been. But 
if it’ had been produced and he had 
found upon it, such words as ‘received on 
board 100 tons,” ho was very much inclined t 
think he should have given a different deci 
sion to the present ; and that the plaintiffs 
would have recovered for short delivery. A 
mate's receipt was.a document upon which a 
captain was bound to sign a bill of Inding in 
strict accordance with it, and ‘to give full 
delivery ; it was a statement or admission 
that the captain had received certain goods 
which he undertook to carry; and if the 
bill of lading subsequently delivered tothe 
shippers was not in accordance with it, it 
no way bound the shipper, who was no party 
toit. However, the case quoted was on all 
fours with the case now before him, and upon it 
he should decide, although he readily believed 
that a great deal of mischief mizht be done by 
carrying the principle too far. ‘The only thing 
left him was to confirm the judgment of the 
Court below. 

Mr, Eaates—I will make one unofficial sug- 
gestion—that your Lordship will never see a 
mate's receipt here. The bills of lading are 
prepared, and the mate's receipts destroyed. 

His Lorpsusp.—‘Then you can get evidence 
of them.

His Lorpsmrr said in goi a through the 
schedules he would first take the claims 
against the Company by outsiders, commenc- 
ing with Messrs. Farnham & Co.’s account, 
dated December 4th, 1873. 

‘Mr. Tavtor disputed his liability to this 
account under cirumstances as follows. ‘The 
‘work, payment for which was asked for, was 
done in August, In the early part of that 
mouth four of the Company, Messrs, Williams, 
Suowden, Campbell, and Mooney, wrote him 
aletter informing him that if he made use of 
the Company's boats, they (the undersigned) 
would in no way be responsible for any 
oxpenses or damages counected therewith. 
He might take the boats, but he did 
to on his own risk, An advertisement to 
this effect appeared in the papers on the 
9th August, He advertised on the same 
Gate, stating that the business of the Com- 
pang’ would bo. carried on by hime. Ho 
used the Daniel Webster, and on his own 
responsibility paid the expenses, the wages, 
slight repairs, &e. used ‘her for two 
months commencing from the 4th August, and 
the grounds upon which he disputed his 
Jiability were, that during the time he was 
working the Daniel Webster, the others had, 
in the first instance, joined the “Independence 
Co.” where they worked for one month. But 
finding this did not pay, they, about the be- 

inning of September,” commenced to work 

e New York, and it was under these eircum- 
stances that Farnbam’s account had been 
incurred. On the 7th August, and previously 
to their working the New York, he had in- 
serted an advertisoment in the paper stating 
that he would not be responsible forany debts 
they might iuenr.

and chains, —each 75 fathoms in length— 
and put them on board the New York and 
Daniel Webster. He had purchased the latter 
at auction, Mr. Jurgenson and himself agree- 
ing upon going tos. 4,000, but when he 
Jeamed that the anchor and chain were to be 
included in the lot, they agreed to go to 
200, He had written to Messrs. Farn- 
ham and Co, on the 30th March last, ‘as soon 
ashe knew of their claim against 'the Co. 
denying his liability. 

Ar. SxowDEN said, as regards Mr. Taylor 
using the boats, they’ were open to the use of 
any one of them. 

Mr. Taxzor said he had notified the others 
publicly in the Anction Room that if they 
determined to sell the anchors and chains 
swith Uhe boats, they did so on their own res- 
ponsibility, but they declined to withdraw 
them. Neither Mr. Jurgenson, Mr. Vaughan, 
nor hiviseli, knew of the intention of the 
others to bring them out from home, and for 
his part he contended that they were not 
required. Mr. ‘Taylor admitted liability as 
























far as Mr. Asbley’s account was concerned 
but as to the claim of Mr. Williams i 
schedule B., there were Tis. 300 in the Bank 
when he left to join a Company's steamer. 
Of this he was entitled to a share, but ‘the 
question was; why had he not been paid 
before; as well as the interest due to him. 
Mr. Williams had distinctly told him, and 
others also, that he intended to waive his

;, because when men, being partners, 
yuarrel, i simply imy ible to ascertain 
it of the fault of each. Looking 
e given by four of the partners to 
J.T. Taylor on the 4th of August, 1873, 
is clearly impossible to slo otherwise. than 
direct that those who used the boat and 
ordered the repairs, should pay the expenses 
connected with such use and orders ; aud as 
Campbell, Snowden and Mooney used the 
New York and ordered certain repairs, they 
must pay for them; but, inasmuch as the 
anchors aud sails increased the capital value 
of the stock, all partners must bear a pro- 
portion of the money so expended. ‘This 
equally applies to the Court fees which, out 
of consideration for the depreciated value of 
the property, and the amount uselessly spent 
in litigation arising out of the quarrels of the 
different members, I have fixed at the nominal 
sum of $27. 

‘As regards Williams’ claim, T can only allow 
him the two last items of it, as he ought to 
have claimed the first six months’ interest 
when it became due, and it is now difficult—if 
not impossible—to i te the state of the 
accounts of that date. With regard to Tay- 
lor’s claim, L should like to have allowed it, 
but upon ‘the meagre evidence before me of 
the actual facts, I incur the risk of doing more 
injustice than justice. Knowing the terms he 
was on withhis two partners who were with 
him, Taylor should have taken special care to 
give notice when and where he required the 
pilot boat, and he should have done this in 
writing, as he might have been certain that 
his co-partuers would rather enjoy puttin, 
him to inconvenience than otherwise. si 
don’t know that they were bound to take 
notice of any casual remark or information 
from anything that was casually said by Tay- 
Jor abuut taking out the China. ‘They do not 
appear to have been on speaking teruis, and it 
in extrewely probable that all parties were to 
blame. 

This judgment is fortunately final, and puts 
an end to a series of misunderstandings which 
have resulted in great losses to each member 
of the late Black Ball Pilot Company. ‘That 
it will satisfy any of them is unlikely, but [ 
am convinced it dovs substantial justice, and 
is the only possible solution of a series of end- 
Tess difficulties.

It is true that foreigners have given 
more attention to the Races and to their attendant pleasures than to business, but it may comfort them, and serve as their excuse to 
impatient constituents, to know that their absence from the desk has not been felt by the trading native as much of an inconvenience, 
‘The Race Meeting, when itis on, is one of those events which are generally accused of interfering with trade, but on this particular 
‘occasion it is blameless, and, to all appearances, it might have been indefinitely prolonged without laying itself open to so serious a charge. 
‘There has scarcely been any trade demand throughout the week, and at its close, the indications of activity are faint and few. ‘The 
Shanghai market is, however, a very peculiar one, An enquiry suddenly comes—we know not whence or how. It often springs up over 
night, and brings joy and gladness with it the next day. Let us hope that the present is one of those occasions.
